Yesterday evening two robberies and 
a bold attem pt to rob took place within a 
short time of one another, jnet outside 
of the city lim itf. 
The two robberies 
were evidently done by tbe same gang 
but the attem pt was an affair by itself, 
and a very entertaining one, too. " 
I t took place at the corner of Denver 
avenue and W aebington street, where 
tbe combination m eat market and grocery 
store of A lbert Luer and T. Nielson is 
situated. 
At a little after 8 o’clock the 
two partners were busy about tbe store, 
Luer on a high stool at tbe books in the 
large room, and Nielson toward the front 
some dietance away. 
Suddenly Luer 
heard the loud barking of hie dbg out­ 
side. Then the door burst open and 
three men entered. Their hats were 
drawn down over their foreheads and 
arouud their faces some kind of black 
cloth was wrapped, concealing tbe lower 
part. Tnev were not dressed like tramps, 
and tbe bold, systematic way in which 
they advanced to 
the job in hantf 
showed th at they were not am ateurs 
a t the business they had undertaken. 
Before either of the partners could under­ 
stand what waB taking place each was 
covered by a revolver. One of the three 
men, the shortest one, stood in front of 
Nielson aiming a revolver at his head. 
Another stepped around to where Luer 
was sitting and leveled his gun so close 
that it almost touched his face. The 
third stood behind Luer, covering him 
in that direction. 
“ Hands up!” cried the m an who faced 
Luer. 
“ P ut up your hands quick!” 
It took the partners an instant to take 
in the situation, and then Luer, startled 
into profanity, cried aut in a loud voice: 
‘‘W ell,not by a d—d sight,” and jumped 
down from the stool. 
At tbe same instant Nielson sprang at 
the man in front of him . 
He fired and 
the bullet passed through Nielson’s up­ 
lifted arm , inflicting a serious but not 
dangerous flesh wound. It coursed on 
up and cut the scalp. Tbe m an facing 
Luer hearing the report turned with a 
swift motion and fired at Nielson and 
then like a flash presented his gun again 
in Luer’s face. 
Nobody spoke a word, b at neither of 
tbe two partners flinched. The second 
bullet had grazed Nielson's shoulder, 
and like the first had cut his scalp. 
Then with

forward. 
Lner’s 
antagonists 
gave 
way 
and 
ran 
for 
the 
door. 
The man 
who was confronting the 
wounded man Nielson 
stopped 
long 
enough to strike a blow at his face with 
the butt of his revolver, inflicting a slight 
cut. Then he fled precipitately, all three 
of them being outside the door and down 
the Btreet before Luer and Nielson had 
quite come to understand what had betn 
taking place. 
Seeing th at his partner was wounded 
Luer ran to his assistance, “and that is 
the reason,” said he coolly to the re­ 
porter as the story was told to this point, 
“ why we didn’t catch the fellows. 
We 
ought to have done it to keep them from 
trying the came scheme on somebody 
else.” 
It would seem to the m an of average 
experience that two unarm ed men who 
had fought off three determined robbers, 
ready to kill if need be to carry out their 
purpose, had done quite all that could be 
expected under the circumstances. Luer 
and Nielson are both young men and 
they aud their families—each is married 
and has children—live directly behind 
the store building. At midnight last 
night the wounded man was resting 
easily and he will probably recover with­ 
out difficulty. 
The other two affairs have some points 
of resemblance to this, but as they took 
place about the same time several miles 
away, it is not possible that they were 
executed by the same persons, although 
they all may belong to the same gang. 
At about 7 o’clock three men entered 
the stotian at Sepulveda, which is about 
five miles from the city limits, wearing 
blue gauze masks on their faces and 
armed with revolvers. No resistance 
was offered by any of the inm ates, and in 
a few minutes the bandits were hack on 
their horses, having captured $1,300 in 
specie and bank notes which were in the 
possession of the ticket agent. 
Their next stop was made at the Four- 
Mile House, a station and inn kept by a 
man by the name of H unter. 
It is about 
three-quarters of a mile outside of the 
city limits. The three burst into the 
room, their revolvers in their bands. 
W ithin were four men, one of them the 
proprietor and the others guests at the 
inn. 
“ Hold up your hands!” said the 
leader of the gang, aud the men obeyed, 
the revolvers leveled in their faces leav­ 
ing not much choice in the m atter. 
They were then searched one by one 
and their money and valuables taken 
from them . The till was em ptied and 
about $200 altogether became the booty 
of the robbers. The men were then leil 
into an adjoining room, where their 
trunks were, and each one was compelled 
to hand over his keys. 
Each íobber 
supplied himself with a new suit of 
clothes and a revolver. 
Among the 
other plunder they secured a gold watch 
and two gold watch chains. 
When the job was done they left the 
men locked in the inner room, mounted 
their horses and started off toward town. 
Word was immediately sent to the city 
by telephone, and in a short time a posse 
of police were on the ground following up 
the trail. It soon left tbe read to the 
city and started off toward the mountains, 
losing iteelf among the sheep ranches of 
the foothills. They were still in pursuit 
when the last news came into the city. 
Officers Fowler and Maguire returned at 
1 o’clock this morning.

F ittin g s . 


To-morrow night the new Los Angeles 
Theatre will be thrown open to the pub­ 
lic, and it will be crowded by the theatre­ 
goers, who have been anxious for months 
past to know w hat it looks like on the 
inside. 
The handsome exterior was 
watched with interest as it went up. and 
was considered as indicative of a hand­ 
some interior, and now that the latter 
has been finished, the visitors will be 
able to see to-morrow night that the 
promises have been carried out. 
Enter­ 
ing from Spring street, the visitor will 
first be called npon to admire the tiling 
which 
has 
been 
laid 
during the 
past 
few 
days. 
Just 
back 
of 
tbe 
m arble 
step, 
in 
large 
white 
letters on a blue background of tiling are 
the words, “ Los Angeles Theater," and 
back of this to the doors entering the 
dress circle the tiles have been artistical­ 
ly laid and are handsomely bordered 
in different colors. The stucco work of 
the entrance is particularly noticeable 
and in keeping with the rest of the ar­ 
rangements. 
The box office to the left, 
with its plate-glass windows, is very con­ 
veniently arranged, and Mr. Okey, the 
Treasurer, will find himself in very 
comfortable quarters. 
Passing through 
the double doors the visitor will find 
himBelf looking directly upon the stage, 
with its handsome curtain adding to the 
beauty of the house. The appearance 
from 
this 
point 
is 
very inviting 
and the general tone of the finishing is 
such as to be restful rather than brilliant, 
although the dark red McVicker chairs 
give a coloring to the whole which is 
very pleasing. 
These chairs, which are 
seldom to be found in theaters owing to 
their expense, will add to the attractions 
of the theater, /or the visitor cannot be­ 
come tired, no m atter how long the per 
formance. These chairs cover the entire 
ground floors, consisting of the dress and 
parquet circles, and are to be found in 
the loges and boxes, of which there are 
a large num ber. On each side of the stage 
are two circular boxes capable of bold­ 
ing four persons each, and these are fitted 
regardless of cost. 
Towards the body of 
the house at the side of the boxes are 
two theatre-party divisions capable of 
holding twelve each, and in a continuous 
circle from these separating tbe dress 
circle from the parquet are eight loges, 
each capable of seating four persons. 
They are just low enough to perm it those 
sitting behind to see the stage with com­ 
fort. 
The furnishing of the rails around 
these are of red plush with polished 
brass ornamenta. Over head the balcony 
extends in circular form to the second 
tier of boxes which are counterparts of 
those below. The entire front of the 
balcony is occupied by boxes for family 
parties, and these are fitted with leather 
cushions of a very comfortable design. 
The rail surrounding the balcony is sur­ 
mounted by a crim on plush cap and the 
oarving of the woodwork beneath is 
artistic and in keeping with the nature 
of the house. 
Several hundred leather 
cushioned chairs are placed in the bal­ 
cony, in tiers which gradually rise to­ 
ward the back so as to give all in the 
center of the house a good view of the 
stage. Above the balcony is the gallery, 
to which adm ittance is obtained from 
the 
hallway. 
It 
is 
filled 
with 
benches 
and 
is 
conveniently 
ar­ 
ranged, 
except 
at 
the sides, from 
whence it is impossible to see the stage. 
The ceiling and walls are decorated in 
modern style and are very handsome. In 
the center hangs a chandelier, which is 
an addition to the beauty of the house, 
and around the balcony and gallery 
fronts are gas fixtures, which add to the 
general effect, and will give plenty of 
light. 
In front of the parquet and directly 
below the footlights is the pit for the 
musicians. 
The floor of this is lowered 
so that the heads of the players and 
their instrum ents will not be visible 
from the audience. 
Behind 
the 
scenes 
the 
arrange­ 
ments 
are 
most 
complete. 
On 
each side of the stage in front are com­ 
modious dressing rooms which will be 
used by the leading actors. The dress­ 
ing rooms for the other people are below 
the stage and are eight in number. The 
other arrangem ents of the stage have 
been made with a view of keeping as 
ibuch space clear as possible. Away up 
above are seen platforms on which un­ 
used scenery can be stored, and half way 
are platforms where myriads of ropes 
are attached. These are the strings by 
which the drops and drop lights are 
lowered 
or 
raised. 
On 
another 
platform 
the 
scene 
painter 
has 
his materials and he has turned out 
several complete settings which will be 
seen for the first time to-morrow night. 
At the side of the drop curtain is the gas 
regulator with its hundred branches. 
The st8ge manager can regulate the 
light here in any portion of the house. 
Adjoining 
is the 
electrical lighting 
machine which is perfect in its con­ 
struction. 
Speaking tubes connect the 
stage with the orchestra, the box office 
and several others and nothing has been 
omitted which would tend to make the 
arrangem ent perfect. 
The opening per­ 
formance will be Diplomacy by Jeffreys 
Lewis and her company.

the bringing forward once more of Mar- 
chetti’s sublime opera of Ruy Bias. The 
plot of this work is founded upon Victor 
Hugo’s celebrated tragedy of the same 
nam e,and the character of “ Queen Marie 
ThereBe’’ is one that requires groat 
dramatic ability, as well as remarkable 
vocal talents. 
The Rose of Castile, by Balfe, author 
of The Bohemian Girl, is another opera 
replete with bouutiful music that has 
been resuscitated by Miss Abbott. 
No 
greater proof of Miss Abbott’s versatility 
could be furnished than the fact that she 
has also added to her list Bellini’s great 
masterpiece, Norma. 
Norma is con­ 
sidered by all 
pritna donnas to be 
the moBt difficult of all grand operas. 
The “ Castra D iva" is without doubt one 
of the most tryiDg selections ever written 
for an artist, and Miss Abbott’s rendition 
is pronounced to be artistic in the ex­ 
treme. 
Los Angeles is also promised a great 
treat in the production of Gilbert & 
Snllivan’s new and latest success, The 
Yeomen of the Guard, or the Mcrnyman 
and Ifis Maid. The music of this opera 
is considered superior to any yet from 
the able pen of Sir A rthur Sullivan, 
while in none of his previous efforts íh 
G ilbert’s great ability as a wit and 
satirist more ably shown. 
The company returns to us with all 
the old favorites and notably strength­ 
ened in some instances. 
First and fore­ 
most is the renowned Emma herself. 
There is probably no artist on the 
operatic stage who has achieved such a 
distinct success as Miss Em m a Abbott. 
Her versatility is unquestioned and her 
repertoire now includes upwards of forty 
operas, ranuing from th e coquettish and 
winsome music of the Mikado to the 
heavy and classical music of Norma, 
from the bright and catching airs of 
the 
Bohemian 
Girl and Martha to 
the difficult and sublime selections of 
Faust or Trovatore. 
Of her voice it can only be stated that 
it has folly retained that subtle power 
and bird-like sweetness which have 
made her so famous the world over. Her 
middle and lower register are, if such a 
thiDg is possible, probably more full and 
strengthened, but with that small excep­ 
tion there is no perceptible change. Her 
fioriture 
is 
as 
finished 
and 
clear 
as ever, and 
the 
beautiful, sweet 
ness and extreme sympathetic quality 
of her voice are still unim paired. The 
delicately vibrant quality of her tones 
are observant in every one of her se­ 
lections, and her marvelous execution 
never fails to thrill the heart of her 
appreciative listeners. 
But it is not as 
a vocalist alone that Miss Abbott has 
reached to such a height. 
She is pos­ 
sessed of great dram atic ability, and as 
an em inent critic once rem arked that 
were she not an 
exceptional prima 
donna, she still would take first rank 
among the actresses of to-day. 
Miss Lizzie Annandale, the contralto 
of the company, and everywhere consid­ 
ered the first American contralto, is an 
old favorite with Ix>s Angeles theatre­ 
goers. 
An extremely powerful though 
sweet voice, combined with a magnti- 
cent stage presence and fine figure, have 
combined to place her where she prop­ 
erly belongs on the operatic stage. 
Her 
voice is of marvelous range and her 
execution unequalled. 
In Miss Nina Bertini the company has 
received a very valuable acquisition. 
This little lady has a mezzo-soprano 
voice of great sweetness and 
power. 
Bright and 
winsome in appearance, 
she has become a great favorite wherever 
she bos appeared, and great things are 
prophesied for her in the near future. 
The personnel of the male members 
of the company is practically unchanged 
The tenor roles are alternately taken by 
Michelena, the handsome and fascinat­ 
ing tenor le.giere, and Montegriffo, the 
great tenor robusto, who both stand in 
the front 
ranks of 
the 
profession. 
Pruethe is now considered the leading 
exponent c-f baritone parts on the stage, 
his manly presence adding in a great 
degree to the extreme pleasure one ex­ 
periences upon listening to his beautiful 
notes. The deep, rich, withal sweet bass 
voice of Broderick, is still to be heard 
more finished and full than ever, while 
Allen never fails to capture the audience 
with his exceedingly clever buffo imper­ 
sonations. 
W ith such a cast of princi­ 
pals there is no wonder why the Em ma 
Abbott Opera Compai.v has become the 
acknowledged standard musical organi­ 
zation and stands, as it does, pre-emi­ 
nently at the head. 
The performances 
will be greatly 
strengthened by the full and splendid 
chorus, and a largely increased orchestra 
under the able leadership of Mr. Carl 
Martens. 
Miss Abbott has supplied herself this 
season with an unusually large and gor­ 
geous wardrobe.

that they are “ just too lovely for any­ 
thing.’’ 
The sale of seats for the first week will 
open at the box office of the Grand 
Opera-hou&e next W ednesday morning.

The H e b a ld this morning devotee a 
very large portion of its space to a de­ 
tailed and exhaustive review of the farm­ 
ing lands of this county and section, 
and to facte connected with their value 
and the actual prices at which they are 
held in many cases. It will be seen that 
our researches have effectually exploded 
the idea that we have no cheap lands. 
Farming lands can be had as low as $20 
an acre, but in large bodies. Of course 
it only requires that there should be an 
earnest inquiry for these lands to secure 
their subdivision, at perhaps a slight ad­ 
vance. But a very desirable class of 
farming lands can be had at the rate 
of $50 an acre in lots to suit. Now, 
these lands 
ought to meet the 
views of intending settlers. 
When 
they are considered with reference to 
their advantages, they are much cheaper 
lands than can be had in Northern Cali­ 
fornia ; for it must be remembered that 
good lands, well located, in that part of 
the State cannot be had cheap. 
The impression seems to prevail that 
the only cheap lands are tobe had in the 
upper counties, when the fact that 
eligibly situated lands in that part of the 
State are not to be had as cheap as lands 
with much better possibilities to the 
settler can be bad in this eection. We 
know that there are strips of land on 
the rise of the foothills eaet of the Sacra­ 
mento that can be had at from $30 to 
$40 an acre. From personal observation 
we also know that these lands, cheap as 
they appear to be, are not worth as 
much as our cheapest lands. They are 
generally covered with shrubbery, deeply 
rooted in 
the soil, that has to 
be cleared at an expense of from 
$20 to $40 
an 
acre, bringing 
their 
cost 
up to frcm 
$50 to 
$80. But that is not the worst of it. 
Men who have gene on those lands have 
found out to their sorrow (hat they aie 
anything bnt profitable. The land is 
cold, and the growths are slow and un­ 
reliable. 
Wherever the lands are 
otherwise in that section, as in 
the vicinity 
of Newcastle, they 
range at 
from $100 to 
$250 an 
acre. The fact is, the same rule obtains 
in the northern part of the State that 
obtains everywhere—lands are rated at 
their productive value, and will be high 
or low in accoidance with the character, 
quality and quantity of their productions, 
and the facilities for getting these to a 
profitable market. 
, Now, if we take this axiom as the 
guide to the value of lands in this county, 
it will be seen that our lands are the 
cheapest in the State, because they are the 
best in productive results. Why should 
forty acres of land that can be made to 
prodnce six or eight crops of alfalfa 
a year be held at the prices 
that are asked for lands in the 
northern counties which can barely 
produce one crop of anything ? It would 
be absurd to sell a man a fine gold watch 
as cheap as a common time-keeper 
with silver cases. Those people, how­ 
ever, who come here with the Western 
idea of extensive farms, must dis­ 
abuse themselves of it. They must 
consider 
that 
a 
farmer 
*ith 
forty 
acres in this county can 
double discount in results the farms of 
one hundred and sixty acres elsewhere. 
If be can purchase forty acres of well 
watered lard here for the same aggre­ 
gate price, he would have to pay for one 
hundred and sixty in the north, he 
ahculd certainly, if be is wise, elect 
to boy 
the forty acres here; for 
with less 
labor he would produce in­ 
finitely greater results, and conse­ 
quently profit, from his forty acres 
here than he could with his hundred 
and sixty in the north. In the north 
with bis cheap land he would hardly 
have a single production to mar­ 
ket the first, or even the second 
or third 
year; whilst 
here he 
could 
produce 
his 
alfalfa 
crop 
from the start. He could put out vines 
and trees that would be growing whilst 
he was making money right along from 
his cows, and from the potatoes and 
other vegetables he could raise, and 
which are always marketable here at a 
profit. His vines would come into bear­ 
ing the third year, and his trees would be 
yielding frnit to sell the fourth 
Thus he would have almost instant re­ 
turns from his forty acres here, with 
constantly increasing results till the 
fourth year, when he would be in a state 
of independence. Just about that time, 
the man on hie hundred and sixty acres 
north would begin to have something to 
■hip to market, if he waa in good luck. 
Intending settlers should devote seri­ 
ous consideration to this aspect of the 
question before they rashly leave thie 
«eciion to locate in the north. 


Tiibre has seldom been such a malign 
prospect ahead for any political organisa­ 
tion flushed with victory as that which 
confronts the Republican party now, and 
we will briefly say why. There is no 
question of the fact that Mr. James G. 
Blaine furnished the keynotes for the 
late Presidential canvass on the Republi­ 
can side. The Hkrai.d neither during 
nor siuce the canvass has iudulged in 
aDy harsh criticism of the Republican 
candidate for President. As a matter of 
fact he approved himself io us as a good 
deal of a gentleman, like his grandfather 
before him, but not as a man who would 
be likely, as the phrase goes, to set the 
river on fire. 
8inee his election he has 
been subjected to a degree of adula­ 
tion that might 
well 
distemper 
his intellect and force his egotism to the 
frout. Probably owing his nomination 
and certainly his election to Blaine, Gen. 
Harrison finds himself surrounded with 
a lot of time servers who delight in 
dwarfing the Pine Tree statesman. AVe 
do not know whether or no Mr. Blaine 
would like to be Mr. Harrison’s Sacre- 
tary of State, but it is generally supposed 
that he does, and it is thought quite as 
generally in Republican circles that he 
ought to get anything he wants from the 
man by whom in all probability he was 
nominated and to whom he supplied the 
intellectual and partizan initiative to 
which Harrison owes his success. Should 
the President-elect fail to make Mr. 
Blaine his Premier he will have a fight 
on his hands compared to which, in 
vehemence and remorselessness, there 
has been nothing so portentous in Amer­ 
ican history. Like Conkling, Blaine is a 
good hater. When Mr. Arthur elected 
to ignore Mr. Conkling, the nomination 
of Secretary Folger for Governor of New 
York gave the Oneida chief the oppor­ 
tunity for his revenge. He improved it 
to the extent of seeing that Grover 
Cleveland was elected Governor of New 
York by a majority that was without 
precedent. It is true that the Half 
Breeds, the friends of Mr. 
Blaine, 
also contributed to this result, and 
made the issue a rather complex 
one. But the fact is that the era 
of complex politics will again supervene, 
to the great benefit of the Democracy, if 
Gen. Harrison shall pass the modern 
King-maker by. Happily also for the 
Democratic party, the enemies of Blaine 
in the Republican party are so numerous 
that if he is called to the head of Gen. 
Harrison’s Cabinet the issue will be 
almost equally disastrous. Thus the Re­ 
publican leaders are confronted with a 
8cylla and Charvbdis. Escaping one 
maelstrom, they are liable to be dashed 
to pieces on the rocks of the other. 


T h ere is no question of the fact that 
until lately rents were entirely too high 
in Los Angeles. Thore was of course a 
justification of this circumstance. 
It is 
true that the tide of travel had been 
great beyond precedent, and that the im­ 
migration which settled here was abso­ 
lutely unparalleled. 
Los Angeles land 
lords are not singular in the fact they 
seek to get all the return they can upos. 
their investment. Probably many of 
them pushed their exactions beyond the 
limits of good sense. 
As a result, the 
word went abroad that the stranger 
within our gates was simply regarded as 
a being who ought to be spoliated 
upon. 
While 
our hotel charges 
have really never been anything 
as great aB those of the hotels of 
Spokane Falls and Port Townsend, at the 
same time that our accommodations 
have been inconceivably greater, with 
climate thrown in, ordinary room rents 
and office and Ptore rents have been out 
of all reasonable standards here. Pro­ 
bably store and office rents are still too 
high. But &9 to room and house rents, 
outside of the immediate business center 
of the city, we are warranted in saying 
that they are now comparatively low. 
We have the authority of one of the best 
real estate agents of Los Angeles for the 
statement that comfortable houses 
and rooms, within a very short 
radius of the business center—in 
other words, not more than fifteen 
minutes’ ride from the Court House— 
can be leased for rates as low as prevail 
in any city of the United States of any­ 
thing approaching the size, to say noth­ 
ing of the attractions, of Los Angeles. 
This regime of lower rents is a departure 
in the right direction, and it ought to be 
followed up in the very business center 
of Los Angeles itself. There is no sense 
in killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg. Ten per cent, per annum is the 
largest gross sum, taking the value of 
the ground and the improvements com­ 
bined, that should be exacted from any­ 
body. To look for more is to sacrifice 
the public good to private greed. 


T h e Democratic majority of the present 
House of Representatives inaugurated a 
new departure that onght to have made 
that party very strong on the Pacific 
Coast. The appropriation of $250,000 in 
the interest of irrigation onght to have 
been made years ago. The Pacific Coast 
portion of the United States is made up 
largely of extensive areas where the 
lands are arid and the rainfall uncertain. 
And yet, as to great stretches of these 
lands, they are the riehest on the foot­ 
stool, almost incredible in depth and 
ertile beyond belief when supplied with 
irrigating canals. We are not advised 
of precisely what distribution will be 
made of this considerable sum. It is, 
perhaps, even doubtful whether much 
of it will find its way west of the Rocky 
Mountains. But it is a good beginning. 
The most abundant crops that have ever 
rewarded the husbandman will be made 
on lands that were once grouped on what 
used to be called the Great American 
Desert if the National Treasury can be 
utilized even to a moderate extent for 
their development. No region of the 
globe has more generous watersheds than 
Colorado, Utah, Nevada, Arizona, South­ 
ern California and even Idaho and Mon­ 
tana, and all that is needed is an intelli­ 
gent system for the storage of the winter 
rains. Even the Colorado and Mojave 
Deserts, under sn intelligent system of 
irrigation, would soon be storehouses of 
almost illimitable agricultural and hor­ 
ticultural wealth. 


T h e pettifogger is driving a fine game 
in Southern California, of late. As grass 
ie short with him he has tackled the 
newspapers, more promising subjects 
failing. A vicious newspaper onght to 
be suppressed at once, but an honest 
journal should be protected in its utter­ 
ances to the last gasp, and for tho public 
good, not for the good of the journal. 
God help the wretched and predestiued 
community, in an ill-fared land to 
hastening ills a prey, when an honest 
newspaper cannot express its views. As 
an incident of this fine office in 
the interest of the public an occa­ 
sional mistake, 
not founded 
in 
malice, must be condoned. We some­ 
times feel like giving certain shyster 
attorneys of Los Angeles real gronnd 
for a libel suit. But then we could not. 
Their simalacrum of a character is of such 
a shadowy and diaphanous consistency 
that a jury asked to redress their 
wrongs could do nothing but laugh. The 
effort would be like trying to clarify dish 
or bilge water. 


Thb recount of the votes in the Mayor­ 
alty contest in the late municipal election 
iu San Francisco does not seem to pre­ 
sent any very exciting features, although 
it shows inaccuracies, most of which 
counted against O’Donnell. One of the 
eccentricities of San Francisco is the 
steadily accumulating strength of a man 
whom all parties unite in denouncing as 
a charlatan, but who will probably, as 
things go, find himself Mayor after many 
struggles, as he did Coroner after similar 
unsuccessful efforts. It is said that 
everything is possible to the man who 
can wait, aud O’Donnell seems to be one 
of those men Fortunately for Mayor 
Pond his sterling worth and splendid 
record have giveu him a second term. 


T uk good people of Los Angeles are 
treated this mrming to a genuine sensa­ 
tion of the Dick Turpin order. 
No less 
than three bold robberies were com­ 
mitted just on the outskirts of the city 
during the early hours of last night. In 
one of their encounters with the people 
they would plunder the robbers met 
with a right hot reception. It is not 
often that this staid and sober commu­ 
nity is startled by such bold deeds as 
these. It is very plain that the city has 
been paid a visit by a gang of bad char­ 
acters, but they have come to the wrong 
place. Their career will be short here

A MISSING W IFE.

Mr. C. F. Beyer, who keeps a lodging- 
house at 02 Amelia street, near Sanse- 
vaiu, came to the police station yester­ 
day and made inquiries about his wife, 
who was missing. At 9 o’clock yester­ 
day morning—so he told the story—with­ 
out any warning whatsoever, she bad 
left his house, taking with h*r her 
clothes and other possessions of a trans­ 
portable character in a trunk. Beyer 
was not present when she went away, 
and thus lost the opportunity of expost­ 
ulating with her and learning the 
motive for the act. 
He says that 
he has al ways tried to treat her kindly 
and can imagine no reason why she 
should wish to desert him. Once l>efore 
she took it into her head to run off for a 
season and was gone three days, but he 
unhesitatingly forgave her upon her re­ 
turn. He promises to do it again if she 
will come back this time. According to 
his description she is a stout but comely 
young woman with blonde bair aud blue 
eyes. If anyone should find her he is 
requested to send her back to her 
husband.

WHOLESALE OPIUM SMUGGLING. 


-everal Large Consignments Cap. 
tnred—The Snllivan-Kilrain 
Bluff—Other ItemH 


' Associated Presa Dispatches to the H krald.1 
P ort H uron, Mich., December 15.— 
For some time it has been well known 
here and at other points along tho border 
that a big consignment of opium was en 
route through Canada, and that an effort 
would be made to smuggle it across the 
border somewhere in this customs dis­ 
trict. Yesterday afternoon four customs 
officers were dispatched up shore with 
instructions to look after the consign­ 
ment of the drug, which would be landed 
probably at Sand Beach or near there. 
The plans of the officers were success­ 
fully executed in so far as securing the 
drug was concerned, but no arrests have 
yet been made. 
The opium was lauded from a little 
schooner near Port Hope and hidden on 
shore, the schooner at once putting back 
to Canada. The officers found the opium 
last night, but a confederate who was 
guarding it escaped. The opium, valued 
at $20,000, was brought from Vancouver, 
B. C. It is believed Labelle, the famous 
smuggler who recently escaped from the 
United States officials after he had been 
arrested here and was being taken to 
Detroit, is engaged in the present enter­ 
prise. Arrests are almost sure to follow. 
A LATER REPORT. 
A later report says the officers while 
scouring the country last night, several 
miles from Sand Beach, beard a horse 
approaching and recognized the rider as 
Harry Durant, who was arrested in con­ 
nection with opium cases last summer, 
but escaped on account of lack of evi­ 
dence. When ordered to halt he fired 
at the officers several times, then 
jumped from his horse and escaped into 
the woods. The officers searched for 
him for some time, but were unable to 
Gnd him. 
Then they followed his trail 
in tho direction from which he came, 
came, and after considerable search 
struck a cache near the roid, from 
which they unearthed a number of cases 
of opium valued at between $18,000 and 
$25,000. Durant is supposed to be at the 
head of a gang of Canadian smugglers 
and every effort will be made to ruD 
them all down. 
ANOTHER HUGE CONSPIRACY. 
St . P aul, December 15.—The Pioneer- 
Pretil- says United States secret service 
officers here are on the tiackof a gigantic 
opium smuggling conspiracy. Thev have 
learned that an organized and well 
equipped band of smugglers for years 
has been operating across the northwest­ 
ern border Ono of the gang whs arrested 
secretly at Denver, Col., and made a full 
confession. Acting upon the information 
given him, the Deputy Collector at St. 
Vincent, Minn., went west to a point on 
the Dakota line, Wednesday, and inter­ 
cepted a wagon load of eight hundred 
pounds of crude opium. The whole out­ 
fit was seized. The driver of the wagon 
waa arrested Last night tho Govern­ 
ment detectives left St. Paul for the north 
to arrest the man to whom the opium was 
consigned. 
THE DENVER CAPTURE. 
D en v er, Col., December 15.—A. C. 
Nielson, alias J. M. Leonard, is the 
name of the man arrested in Denver, 
charged with opium smuggling. On 
Tuesday last Mark Harding, a special 
agent of the Treasury Department, re­ 
ported to United States Marshal Hill 
that he suspected Neilson’s presence in 
this city. Harding had a copy of a way­ 
bill from the St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Manitoba railway for some freight 
shipped a* Battineau, Dakota, for this 
city. The consignors claimed that the 
freight consisted of household goods. 
This consignment was directed to A. C. 
Nielson, Denver, Col., and weighed 850 
pounds. Deputy Marshal Currier pro­ 
ceeded to the Union Pacific freight office 
for the purpose of making the arrest 
when the goods were called for. On 
Wednesday a stranger with ill fitting 
clothes 
asked 
for 
the 
goods 
consigned to Nielson, and he was 
placed 
under 
arrest. 
Neilson’s 
trunk at the Metropolitan Hotel was 
subsequently searched and found to con­ 
tain 147 packages of prepared opium, 
containing seventy-three pounds. No 
compromising documents were found on 
Nielson’s person or among his effects, 
except some cards of Chinese merchants 
in San Francisco. The prisoner, without 
knowing his trunk had been opened, 
said he was awaiting his household 
goods to reship them to San Francisco. 
Aside from thie, he was absolutely non- 
ommital, and would not sav a word, 
even in his own behalf. Nielson is well 
supplied with money despite hi* tramp­ 
like appearance, and had $175 in his 
pockets when arrested. 
The prisoner 
waived examination when arraigned be­ 
fore tho Commissioner, and was taken 
Friday night by an officer to St. Paul, 
t hese particulars did not leak out until 
to-day.

Further per­ 
suasion proving unavailing, Mr. Roe 
said he could not leave the money unless 
he was given a receipt. Colvin opened 
the drawer of his desk and took out the 
envelope and handed it back to Roe. 
Oolvm states that the big document 
was largely a denial of Sullivan’s claim 
to the championship of the world, and 
made a counter claim of the title for 
Kilrain.

The Atlas Line steamer Andes sailed 
to-day foT Port-au-Prince. Rumors that 
she carried several hundred thousand 
ball cartridges for the Haytian govern­ 
ment could not be officially verified. 
From another source it is learned, in ad­ 
dition to cartridges, she carries 1,000 
Winchester and Remington rifles. 
WILL TAKE TIME BY THE FORELOCK. 
Another story about town is that the 
Ilaytians are to release the steamer Hay­ 
tian Republic and send her back to the 
United States before our men-of-war can 
get to Port-au-Prince, thus avoiding the 
humiliation of being forced to give up 
the vessel. 
Minister Preston this morning refused 
to affirm or deny the report to the effect 
that a crew, under contract to him to 
take possession of the seized steamer 
Haytian Republic, has arrived at King­ 
ston. The report, however, is credited 
in shipping circles and is looked upon as 
a wise movement of the Haytian Minis­ 
ter. It is argued that this crew will at once 
be sent to Port-au-Prince and placed im­ 
mediately on the Haytian Republic and 
the vessel will be headed for New York, 
where she will arrive before the Galena 
and Yantic reach Hayti.

N IK I HUNDRED ILliKMALi VOTES.

B kam wxll, Mercer county, W. Va., 
November 30.—The darkest fraud in the 
recent election in West Virginia is found 
in the counties of Mercer and McDowell. 
They ere the banner counties, so far ae 
corruption and vote-buying 
are con­ 
cerned. The am ount of fraud practiced 
i* almo d beyond belief. 
Look at these figures: In 1880 the total 
Republican vote of Mercer county cast 
for Garfield was only 55. In 1884 Blaine 
polled 461 votes in the county, but be 
was tben 480 behind the vote for Han­ 
cock. The Democratic vote showed its 
natural increase this year, but neverthe­ 
less the Republicans have an apparent 
m ijority of 39. 
A careful canvass of both Mercer and 
McDowell counties was made the last 
week before the election. 
No serious 
defections were reported anywhere, and 
both counties were put down for about 
tfreir usual majorities of 400 to 500. When 
the startling returns from Mercer and Mc­ 
Dowell came in the Democrats at once 
began an investigation. 
The first thing 
they discovered was th at there were 900 
more votes cast in Mercer county than 
could be accounted for on the Assessor^ 
nooks. 
The Assessor. W. H . Whiten, is 
an old resident of the county ami a most 
faithful officer. 
He knows nearly every 
man, woman and child in the county and 
made up his toIIb this year in July. 
After 
travelling 
over 
the 
county 
from one end to the other he was 
unable 
to 
find 
900 
men 
who 
aubeequently presented them sel vsb to 
vote, and swore that they had been resi­ 
dents of the county for sixty days and of 
the 8tate for more than twelve months. 
That there could be any such discrep­ 
ancy between the rolls of the Assessor 
and the list of legal voters no one be­ 
lieves for a moment. 
The same condition of afiairs exists in 
McDowell county, adjoining Mercer. The 
Republican vote took a surprising leap 
ana wiped out the Democratic majority 
with 174 votes to Bpare, although the 
Democrats neld their own and made 
th eir natural gains. 
The Republicans assert that the open­ 
ing of several coal m ines in these two 
counties, and the building of a new rail­ 
road through Mercer, have brought many 
new residents, mostly Negroes, which ac­ 
counts for the increased vote and their 
amazing gain. It is true that several 
coal mines have been opened, but none 
has been in operation for more than £ 
year, and consequently the Negroes em- 
ploved therein could not vote legally in 
this Ctate on the 0th of last November. 
The same is also true of the railroad im­ 
provement._________________

second-hand dealers of the delectable 
localities above named.

advertised as appearing nightly 
the exquisite 
creations of Worth 
other 
law-givers of 
fashion 
~) 
thus

very elegant 
dresses, 
me of the women of fashion who are 
d to have new external outfits thrice 
every day in the year are the wives 
daughters of hard-working profes- 
onal men, or of men engaged in a 
hand to m outh” business and daily 
trnggle to m eet the obligations such 
isiness entails. The way in which the 
ie dressing is obtainable in many in­ 
stances by ladies who are not possessed 
of inexhaustible gold mines or “ bonanza 
husbands” or fathers, is simply, accord­ 
ing to one of their numbers, as follows: 
They have arrangements with modistes 
in leading cities, whereby in considera­ 
tion of 25 per cent advauce on the selling 
cost of costumes they may need, obtain 
an immense variety of garments,with the 
understanding that they are not to be 
worn in the city where they are first 
m anufactured or exhibited, and are re­ 
turned unsoiled after once wearing. Phil­ 
adelphia ladies leave their measures with 
prominent New York houses who send to 
their order the gowns they wish knowing 
th eir style and tastes. Thus they are 
frequently as new to their wearers as to 
the society in which their beauty is first 
publicly Bhown. New York women have, 
w* are told, the same understanding 
w i h some Philadelphia houses. 
This is an entirely legitimate and rea­ 
sonable explanation of how fine dresses 
are disposed of after being once worn; 
and being given by a lady who knows! 
it is likely to be tru e; at any rate, it 
more in harmony with the eternal fitness 
of things than either the poor relations, 
the missionary, the pawnbroker or junk 
ebop theory of disposing of garments 
and still quite fresh and uninjured.

Aerated F u e l F e e d In F o r g i n g . 
The American Machinist of December 
1 has an interestiug article on successful 
experiments made with a furnace used 
by the Aerated Fuel Company of Spring­ 
field, M assachusetts, in burning oil for 
forging iron, steel, etc. The writer says 
“ I saw them start with a cold forge and 
melt 52 lbs. of copper in the ingot, with 
an expenditure of 4 gallons of oil, costing 
the Boston and Albany people 2% cts. 
per gallon; or, put it in this way, at a 
cost of a little 
less 
than 
15 
of 
a cent per pound of copper melted, 
this being very much less than the 
coet with coals. The application íb very 
sim ple; all th at is necessary to do to the 
furnace now in use is to cover the grate 
with fire-brick, and make a hole through 
the furnace, and place a burner opposite 
the same. This burner is screwed into a 
■mall cylinder, about twelve inches loDg 
and six inches in diam eter, filled auto­ 
matically with oil to a certain height, and 
under about fifteen pounds air pressure, 
which atomizes the oil, and as it burns 
maiÓPg a perfect glow, for on looking 
into this furnace no blaze can be seen, 
nothing but an intense white heat, per­ 
fectly controlled, lighted with the same 
facility as natural gas, and when the 
work was done, as easily extinguished, 
lb fact, this process seems to give the 
manufacturers outside of the gas belt all 
the advantages of thoee th at are in, and 
•van more, as, at the present price of oil 
and natural gas, the oil is claimed to be 
the cheapest, unless one owns his own 
m n llf 
"Tha writer was lately told by the 
*' 
of a company now using this 


$83 per m onth against $425 per month a 
vear ago at this time for coal, and they 
are now running four more fires than 
then. 
He puts it iu another way, and 
said: ‘I shall pay for my entire plant 
and all my oil, and have $1,000 left, 
above what my coal bill was last year, 
and we are now doing more work.’ 
••Samples of welding and the etfect 
this fire has upon cheap grades of iron 
are very astonishing. 
I saw a bar % 
iron, of poor quality, heated so that it 
began to drip, then plunged into cold 
water, and, after cooling, bent cold 
over the anvil and ham mered down 
close, without a sign of crack or Haw, 
while the other end, which had not been 
in the fire, broke under the same treat­ 
ment. 
As the manager of one of the 
largest ham m er and forge companies in 
the country told me, * The result was 
perfectly startling, and I would not have 
believed it if I had not seen it with my 
uwn eyes.’ ” 


FIVE VERY RICH GIRLS. 


I t l a r r l u g c u b l e 
A m e r i c a n 
.W a ld e n * 
W h o A re W o r th «57,000,000. 
The announcement of the engagement 
of Miss Louise Bouvier Drexel. niece of 
A. J . Drexel, to Mr. Edward Morrell of 
this city, brings up the subject of rich 
unmarried girls, an interesting subject at 
any time. 
Miss Drexel and her two 
sisters are said to be the three richest 
unmarried ladies in the United States. 
This statem ent is open 
to 
dispute. 
These three ladies were left a fortune of 
$13,000,000 by their father, the late F. A. 
Drexel. 
It was so invested as to bring 
each an income of $300,000 yearly. Miss 
Mary G arrett, daughter of the late rail­ 
road king, was left $20,000,000. 
Miss G arrett is a money maker, and 
has accumulated a fortune since her 
father’s death, so that the combined for­ 
tunes of the Misses Drexel cannot equal 
hers. 
It is undoubtedly true that the 
Misses Drexel are the three wealthiest 
unmarried sisters in the United States, 
but it is likely that to Miss Mary Garrett, 
daughter of the founder of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, and not to either of 
the 
Misses 
Drexel, 
belongs 
the 
distinction of being the richest un­ 
married lady in America. 
Miss Gar­ 
rett 
is 
probably a better business 
woman than either of them . She has 
the commercial acumen of her father, 
and her penetration and discrimination 
in business affairs are much remarked 
among business men of Baltimore, where 
her movements iu commercial afiairs are 
watched with much interest. 
With all 
this vast wealth at her disposal, Miss 
Garrett’s chief characteristic is her mod- 
isty, which hardly seems compatmle 
with the hurly-burly which the manage­ 
ment of $20,000,000 would entail. 
It is 
well understood that Miss Garrett, and 
no other, manages her large fortune. 
Had 
her 
brother 
Robert 
been 
careful a financier the Baltimore and 
Ohio road m ight still be controlled by 
the Garrett estate. 
It is said that Miss Garrett, in her ef­ 
forts to turn an honest penny, religiously 
avoids the speculative exchanges, having 
a morbid fear that if she once gets into 
this whirlpool Gould might drag her 
down. If Gould ever gets the advantage 
of Mary G arrett it will have to be in a 
deal in Government bonds or gilt-edged 
real estate. 
After the Misses Drexel aud Miss G ar­ 
rett comes M iss Nellie Gould as a rich 
unmarried woman. Miss Gould is much 
younger than either of the others. 
Un­ 
like them , she is not rich in her own 
right, but prospectively she ranks fourth 
among the wealthy unmarried women of 
the United States. 
If her father meets 
with no reverse?—and he seems able to 
take care of 
himself—her individual 
fortune ought not to be far from $20,­ 
000,000. 
A Philadelphia banker recently said to 
the writer that tne combined fortunes of 
the three Misses Drexel, couuting their 
accumulations since their father’s death, 
was not far short of $15,000,000. 
Miss 
G arrett’s fortune must now be $21,000,­ 
000, and if Miss Gould can muster 
$20,000,000, we have $57,000,000 to be 
divided between five unmarried Ameri­ 
can girls, either one of them worthy any 
m an’s love although she did not have a 
dollar instead of many millions.—[Phil­

Berun, December 15.—The debate in 
the Reiclistag on Dr. W inthorst’s motion 
relative to the suppression of the East 
African slave trade, has dispelled many 
errors which wore current among tboee 
who believed Germany would never stir 
a foot nor spend a penny, directly or in­ 
directly, to assist the E ast Africa Com­ 
pany over its straits. Though the sup­ 
pression of slavery was ostensibly the 
object of the motion, its real aim was 
simply to elicit the sense of the nation 
concerning the commercial and political 
future of the East Africa Company, and 
to provide a basis for farther Govern­ 
m ent action. 
It is an open secret that 
Prince Bismarck was reluctant to em ­ 
bark in a spirited colonial policy until 
the nation should have clearly expressed 
its will in the matter. 
This now has 
been done in a m anner so decidedly as 
to render the Chancellor’s future course 
clear. 
The debate m arks an im portant de­ 
velopment in the colonial policy. The 
Reichstag has declared in favor of pro­ 
gressive action and has completely dis­ 
pelled the illusion that G erm any’s action 
to recover lost ground and to safeguard 
her imperilled position on the Zanzibar 
coast would be confined to blockading 
operations on the sea. 
The preliminary 
step having been unanimous, the Reichs­ 
tag will, on reassembling after Christ­ 
mas, be presented with a b 11 framed in 
accordance with the views of the leudeis 
of friendly groups,which will probably en­ 
able the East Africa Company, either as 
at present organized or in a new form, 
to recruit a local force of natives for the 
purpose of retrieving and garrisoning its 
lost ground, and to establish an anti­ 
slavery blockade on land as well as on 
the sea. Count H erbert Bismarck appar­ 
ently draws distinction between the in­ 
tended activity of a local force of this 
kind and other forces which are intended 
for expeditions into the interior; but it 
is doubtful whether the Arab m ind will 
realize the difference. 


c o u n t H e r b e r t ’s m a id e n s p e e c h 
Friday’s debate in the Reichstag was 
memorable as the occasion of Count H er­ 
bert Bismarck’s m aiden speech. 
The 
greatest interest was shown, and more 
Deputies were present than on any other 
day during the session. It was especially 
rem arked that Count H erbert’s speech 
occupied over thirty minutes. 
It was the 
event of the day. 
Count H erbert’s 
voice, enunciation, gestures and abrupt 
delivery, vividly rem inded the audience 
of his father. 
At the beginning of his 
speech, his rem arks, though delivered in 
a loud tone of voice, could scarcely be 
followed. 
Afterwards he became calmer 
and fluent, gaining confidence as lie won 
the sym pathy of his audience. Storms 
of applause greeted his patriotic perora­ 
tion. Count H erbert cannot exactly be 
said to have the gift of eloquence, but it 
is adm itted on all sides that he acquitted 
himself of his task well and hand­ 
somely. 


BI'SSO-GERMAN RELATIONS. 
home of the Radical papers having 
asserted that Russia had supplied the 
Soudanese with arm s and am munition, 
the Russian Ambassador has assured 
Count H erbert Bismarck that such as­ 
sertions are totally unfounded. 
The attitude of the G erm an and Rns 
eian press does not improve. A H am ­ 
burg correspondent sent out a sensational 
on Thursday on the Russo-German rela­ 
tions, which was transm itted by the 
semi-official telegraph agency, and may 
accordingly be accepted as authentic. 
But. unfortunately, in spite of its semi­ 
official character and the strong feeling it 
displays, the article has not produced 
much effect either on the Boers or on the 
public mind, although it is seen from the 
fact 
that 
semi-official 
writers again 
threaten to publish the A ustro-R ucian 
treaties of 1876 and 1877, that political 
relations m ust be strained. 
The North German Qazette, referring to 
the Hamburg article, expresses the hope 
that Russo-German newspaper war will 
not be renewed, and intimateB th at if it 
is the Russian Panslavist press will be 
left to stew its own juice. 
The Tagblatt advises the public not to 
be alarm ed at a jonrnalistic war, but to 
wait till the Reichaanaeiger publishes the 
treaties. 


WILLIAM STUDYING A DUAL CAMPAIGN. 
Em peror W illiam continues to work 
hard. 
He receives Generals Von Wat- 
dersee and Von W ittich daily. It is re­ 
ported th at the latter is engaged in ex­ 
plaining in minute detail, the possibility 
of Germany sustaining a war against 
France and Russia simultaneously. 
It is stated th at the authorities at Kiel 
and W ilherashaven are preparing to send 
to Africa at the shortest notice a corps of 
volunteers arm ed with repeaters and 
rifled cannon. 
Foreigners will be ad­ 
m itted to the corps only on condition of 
having the ability to w ithstand 
the 
climate. 
A Hamburg correspondent states that 
Professor Gefiekin’s counsel have applied 
to the Im perial tribunal for their client’s 
release, giving the whole of his property 
as hail. The application was refused, it 
being held th at the am ount of bail offered 
would not prevent Gaffekin from taking 
flight. 
His trial is expected to take place 
at Leipeic in January. 


ANTI-SLAVERY CRUSADE IN AUSTRIA. 
The anti-slavery crusade has been suc­ 
cessfully commenced in Austria. 
At the 
instigation of Cardinal Lavigere, a m eet­ 
ing on the subject has been held at 
Vienna, under the auspices of one of the 
most influential Catholic societies. The 
Papal Nuncio attended the meeting, 
which was presided over by Prince Von 
W erde. Two clerical speakers declared 
th at Austria should join with the other 
nations in the anti-slavery movement. 
Prince A lexander of Hesse, ancle of 
Grand Duke Ludwig, is dead.

F R A N C E A M D T O E C A N A L . 


T h e C o m m i t t e e R e j e c ts t h e P o s t - 
p o n c m e u t M e a s u r e . 
P a r i s , December 15.—The committee 
appointed by the Cham ber of Deputies 
to consider the bill postponing the pay­ 
ing of the Panam a canal liabilities has 
rejected the measure. 
While the committee was examining 
the Panam a bill, Peytral, M inister of 
Finance, stated th at the new Societe 
Etudes was prepared to constitute itself 
within a fortnight, with a capital of 10,­ 
000,000 or 15,000.000 francs, to continue 
the operations of the old company. This 
would precede the proposed new* com­ 
pany, the capital stock of which would 
he fixed according to the result of the 
inquiries, and which would complete the 
canal. Provisional directors, with full 
power, would continue the work, pend­ 
ing tlie formation of the new company. 
The 
Committee also rejected the 
counter scheme mentioned by M. Pey- 
tral for the constitution of a new com­ 
pany. The Committee will report to the 
Ohambei that in their opinion the Cham­ 
ber has no right to legislate upon such 
matters. The Cabinet has decided not 
to withdraw the bill. 
It has also re­ 
solved not to offer a substitute measure 
providing for a more precise settlem ent 
of the Canal Company’s affairs. 
W hen the report of the Committee 
was made to the Cham ber of Deputies, 
it proceeded immediately to a discussion 
of it. 
Lias, in tahalf of the minoiity, 
regretted that the Committee had de­ 
clined to hear the temporary adm inistra­ 
tion of the company, so that they could 
arrive at a correct knowledge of the 
situa’ion. 
Jum el, reporter for the Committee, ex­ 
plained that the Committee desired only 
to exam ine the question from tbe stand­ 
point of the responsibility of the Gov­ 
ernm ent and the Chamber. 
He wan i 
ready, if so desired, not as the reporter 
of the Committee, bat simply as a 
Deputy, to furnish a complete statem ent 
of the position of the company. 
M. Merilon, dwelling on the im port­ 
ance of the subject, urged the adoption 
of the bill. 
M. Peytral, M inister ci Finance, sup­ 
ported the bill in the interest of 870,000 
subscribers to Panam a stock. 
M. Junel again arose and objected to 
the bill as useless, and expressed the 
belief 
that 
the Company’s position 
would be better three months hence 
than now. 
M. Peytral, in replying to a question 
stated that 86,000,000 francs had been 
deposited in the Credit F onder as a 
guarantee for the paym ent of the lottery’ 
bonds. 
M. Christophelo, director of the Credit 
Foncier, here interposed to say that this 
sum was not now at the disposal of the 
Panama Company. Thereupon the bill 
was rejected, without any attem pt to 
discuss its clauses, by a vote of 262

Tha statem ents here following are 
made not for any purpose of belittling 
any ntfft of the world, much less any 
portionof the Golden State, but merely 
to present plainly the facta concerning 
Los Angeles county, her arable area of 
lands, the prices at which they are held 
their various productions and the pr?fits 
of farm ing in this section. 
To state the cost of land is far from 
telling the whole story. 
One has to look 
at what can be made out of any given 
investm ent and what speculative future 
there is for the property under consider­ 
ation. 
Some land is dear if one has to 
pay the taxes on it, and some land is 
cheap ut many hundred dollarB per square 
foot. 
In studying any section to get 
to the 
situation 
one 
m ust 
loam 
what its lands will propuce, where its 
m arket is, what facilities there are of 
reaching the m arkets 
and what its 
products will sell for. 
The m atter of facilities for reaching 
the m arkets and their closeness to the 
producer are prime factors in the prob­ 
lem. 
It would he very hard to find any 
other section so advantageonsly situated 
as Los Angeles is in theBe respects. Our 
farm ers find a m arket for nearly all they 
produce here at home. 
Butter, eggB and 
cheese; poultry, bacon and ham s; beef, 
m utton, lamb and veal, are all imported 
here as the local supply is far below the 
dem and of the population. 
The un­ 
initiated might suppose th at fruits would 
be a drug iu our m arkets. 
As a matter 
of fact oranges and grapes for table use 
are about the only fruits we produce 
in 
excess of 
the 
home 
demand. 
Peaches, apricotB, apples, pears, cherries 
and berries are im ported into Los Ange­ 
les. 
There is a home m arket for all the 
hay our farmers produce, and so there is 
for all the wheat they grow. 
For barley, 
whatever surplus may be raised, the 
m arket is near at hand in the Territories 
to the East. 
This condition is sure to 
continue. The population of the section 
is increasing beyond any parallel in the 
history of the human race. There is be­ 
sides an immense floating population 
here winter and summer. These people 
are tourists and visitors. 
So far as wo 
are concerned they are ii ke the lilies of the 
field—they toil not, neither <lo they spin. 
They are non producers; and yet they 
m ust be fed. 
They can consume as 
m uch as do the hardest working people 
in the land. 
In five 
vears 
from 
now 
this 
section 
will 
not 
be 
producing enough 
to 
prevent 
vast 
sums of money from being sent abroad. 
It would not if the increase of population 
were to stop, and at the rate this is going 
on, no sort of development will be able 
to do it in ten, nor in twenty years, 
in 
fact, as m atters have gone with us, the 
non-produciDg population is increasing 
far more rapidly than the products of the 
E oil. 
This is an incident of the great 
arm y of invalids, mostly people in good 
circumstances, w ho conáe here in search 
of the health or comfort which are found 
in our matchless climate. 


OUR TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 
Any thoughtful person who will turn 
to a m ap of Los Angeles county will find 
the city set near the center of a’ great 
plain which stretches from twenty to 
sixty 
miles 
in all 
directions, 
and 
hem med in on all sides, 
but that 
along 
the 
ocean 
by 
a 
range of 
high mountains which cut off rough 
winds and at the same tim e act as a 
great reservoir to store np water for the 
fertilization of the millions of acres that 
lie between their base and the ocean. 
This plain is in the shape of a great 
horseshoe whose toe is at Gorgonio Pass, 
in San Bernardino county, nearly 70 
miles from the ocean, and whose open 
side, 60 miles long, lies along the ocean 
from the Malibu mountains, above 8anta 
Monica, to San-Juan-by-the-Sea, down 
near San Diego. Four stream s from the 
mountains flow through this plain from 
the mountains to the ocean. 
From Los 
Angeles as the hub of the wheel, in all 
directions like spokes radiate a score of 
railroads to all points in the county. 
H ere is Santa Monica by the sea, 16 
miles 
away, 
with 
two 
lines 
of 
railroad between it and Los Angeles, 
and the near prospect of two more. 
Roads run to the coast at Rallona, at 
Redondo Beach, at San Pedro, at Long 
Beach, and soon will run to Alamitos 
Bay. This is all along a line of coast not 
twenty miles in extent, and all these 
lines center in Lou Angeles City. There 
are two lines running up the San Fer­ 
nando Valley, not counting the motor 
road to Glendale. 
There are three inde- 
peddent lines all along the San Gabriel 
Valley, and 
two independent 
lineB 
traverse the whole length of the Santa 
Ana Valley. There are five or six other 
lines projected penetrating the several 
parts of the area under consideration. In 
a word the plain around Los Angeles 
City íb covered with a network of rail­ 
roads which reach all portions of the sur­ 
rounding territory ; and the beauty of it 
is th at three of these lines are of the 
transcontinental order, which connect us 
w ith all points in the East. 
Such trans­ 
portation facilities are not known in any 
other county in this State. The question 
of railroad monopoly has been solved for 
all time to come in this part of the State 
by the only possible solvent, competi­ 
tion. To make this situation impregna­ 
ble, there is the ocean at the doors of 
Los Angeles, with the Port of San Pedro 
and three or four other places at sixteen 
to twenty miles from the city, where a 
wharf can be constructed and ship­ 
ping done with great ease. 
When 
we do produce a surplus of any sort 
of cropB there will be no difficulty in 
getting them to the m arkets not only ot 
the American Union, but to those of the 
wide world. 


THE NET RE8ULT OF THIS. 
To sum up all this, it appears that 
here is a city. Los Angeles, with nearly 
100,000 population to feed. 
There are a 
score oí other centers of 
population 
ranging all the way from 12,000 inhabi­ 
tants, as in Pasadena, to 5,000, as in Po­ 
mona and Santa Ana, 2,000 as in Ana­ 
heim , and so on down to places of 1,000 
and leas, all to be supplied with tbe 
various necessities or comforts and luxu­ 
ries of life. The total population of the 
county is now about 175,000, of which 
three-fourths are found in the cities. 
There is no part of the country which i.< 
out of reach of railroads. 
Nearly every 
farm in it is within a few miles of a sta 
tion, and most of them are close to two 
or 
three competing 
lines, 
anxiom 
to 
transport 
the 
products 


the soil to the m arts where the con­ 
sumer purchases the daily supplies for 
his table. 
This is decidedly an attractive display 
of advantages. 
The city will go on 
growing for a long time to come. There 
will be no interruption to its develop­ 
ment until it reaches a quarter of a mil­ 
lion of souls. 
The various other towns 
will grow in like ratio, and there will 
always be found a large city and suburban 
population which must draw its supplies 
from the surrounding country. 
WHAT TH E SOIL PRODUCES. 
W hat will grow on these lands? It 
would be easier to detail what will not 
grow. There is not a m onth in the 
year 
when 
our 
m arket 
íb 
not 
supplied with fruits from our 
own 
orchards. 
Beginning with January 
and one finds the orange crop just 
beginning to come liberally into market. 
This fruit is found in the markets until 
June and July. The m ain portion of 
the crop is 
marketed 
in February, 
March, April, May and June. 
Lemons 
and limes mature all the year. In Ja n u ­ 
ary strawberries are found in our m ar­ 
kets. 
This fruit is in its prime in 
March and April and all the months un­ 
til October again. It is found in small 
supply in all the other m onths. 
By 
June and July early pears, peaches, 
cherries, apricots and apples are found. 
Nectarines come on a little later. In all 
the months following until November 
these fruits are in their prime. Apricots 
and nectarines drop out in August, but 
peaches are good until November. Apples 
and pears are now on the trees, and 
the winter 
varieties 
grow here to 
perfection and the 
markets 
should 
be supplied 
with 
them 
until the 
early spring. Grapes are ripe in June 
for some varieties and all through July 
and the succeeding months until Thanks­ 
giving day they are abundant. 
Black­ 
berries and raspberries appear in July, 
and there were some of the latter fruit in 
the markets two weeks ago. Thus, there 
is a continued succession of fruits during 
all the months in the year. And the 
crops of all sorts of fruit are as heavy as 
they are in any, the most favored part of 
the world, and the fruits in their single 
specimen attain as great perfection as 
elsewhere. In fact there are few places 
where the products of the orchard can 
a t all compare with ours. 
Of course all the vegetables known to 
modern life grow here. 
Not only that, 
but they all grow to absolute perfec­ 
tion. 
And, strangest of all, theym atu’e 
all times of the year. 
One is not 
limited to one crop a year. The farmer 
in this section can crop his land every 
month or two in the year if he so de­ 
sires. 
He can 
have 
three or four 
crops of potatoes. 
He can have cab­ 
bages coming to m arket every day in the 
year. 
Green peas, beans and tomatoes 
are ripening these December days just 
as they did in June. 
Cauliflower, celery 
and all the other choicer varieties of 
i-egetables m ature here all through the 
winter. The farmer can harvest a crop 
of potatoes in the early spring, then 
plant the land to corn which he may 
gather in the fall, in time to plant pota­ 
toes again and gather these when his 
Chiistm as dinner comes. 
Turning to the coarser sorts of hus­ 
bandry, of course barley and wheat are 
harvested but once a year. This sort of 
agriculture pays here as well or better 
than elsewhere. Forty sacks of barley— 
that is eighty bushels—to the acre is not 
an exceptional yield. 
H alf that amount 
of wheat is not unusual. 
Corn is one 
of the most profitable of our crops. 
It 
does not come to absolute perfection in 
all localities, but in the proper ones it 
yields more abundantly than in any of 
the best sections of Illinois or Missouri. 
Hay is one of our crack crops. The fa­ 
vorite fodder plant here is alfalfa, a sort 
of clover brought from Chili. It will 
grow on any of our mesa lands and pro­ 
duce one crop as heavy as the beet clover 
crop known in tbe West. It is, however, 
usually sown on damp or irrigated lands. 
Here it is perennial, and yields its 
crops nearly every m onth in the year. It 
is certain for from six to eight crops each 
year. The yield is about two tons at 
each mowing, or ten to fourteen tons per 
acre each year. There is no fact more 
indisputable than these about our alfalfa 
lands. There are thousands and hun­ 
dreds of thousands of acres in this county 
suitable for this sort of industry. 
It has 
no parallel in 
the world anywhere. 
There is no such land on the footstool for 
dairy purposes as this. 
It is good for 
hogs, turkeys, poultry, or any sort of live 
-‘ock. 
All the nutritious roots, turnips, car­ 
rots, parsnips and beets grow here as 
they grow in no other section. 
Like the 
alfalfa, beets are perrenial—they grow on 
year after year until they attain gigantic 
proportions. 
Melons, 
pumpkins and 
squash attain a size and perfection here 
which astonishd all beholders. 
W ater­ 
melons reach 100 pounds. Pumpkins 
grow to twice that weight. 
Beets that 
make the beam kick at .100 pounds are 
not rare. 
Los Angeles county is noted 
for its fine horses. It will become as 
noted the world over for its other live 
stock. It will be the great dairying 
region of the Union in a few years. ’ 


WHAT WILL THESE CROPS PAY ? 
The great point is what will these 
crops pay the producer? They will pay 
as such enterprises pay nowhere else in 
the world. The citrus fruits are the most 
profitable 
of 
all. 
Let 
no 
one 
raagine 
this 
poetic and 
profitable 
industry 
is 
at 
an 
end 
in 
this 
section. The scale has made great rav­ 
ages in the orchards, it is true, but by- 
no means universally. 
This section will 
m arket as many oranges this year as in 
any one in its history. Not less than 
2.000 car-loads, each of 3G0 boxes, about 
175 oranges to the box, will be exported 
this winter. 
At Riverside, at Pomona, 
in some orchards in the San Gabriel val­ 
ley, at Santa Ana, Orange and Anaheim, 
the yield is as large as ever. 
At River­ 
side and Pomona the scale is not known. 
In many small orchards in the iufected 
districts the trees are as clean aB ever 
they were. This pest will be suppressed. 
The energy and intelligence of the Amer­ 
ican people, the very flower of which is 
engaged in this fruit industry, will not 
Buccumb to the scale. 
He will succumb 
to the energy of our orchardists. 
There are 100 budded orange trees 
usually planted on an acre. 
The yield 
from these trees is not lees than two 
boxes to the tree or 200 boxes an acre. 
The fruit is worth $2 per box on the tree, 
or $400 per acre. 
It is no rare thing 
even now to m arket $500 and $600 worth 
of oranges from an acre of trees. Lem ­ 
ons pay quite as well, and limes fall no 
whit behind either. 
Here it m ay be well to rem ark that 
there is no section of the United States 
outside of Florida, a small area iu 
Louisiana, and Southern California where 
citrus fruit cnltnre can be made to suc­ 
ceed. The claim is made that this en 
terprise can be successfully pursued iu 
Northern California, bnt the statement»- 
will not bear close investigation. Tbe 
unwary m ay be duped by misre presenta- 
lion, but in time—and it will not take 
long—all will 
learn, some to thier 
sorrow that these statem ents are true 
There may be small pockets in tbe hill» 
of peculiar 
situation 
where 
Bmall 
orchards will succeed, but beware. T< 
judge from the trees planted in such 


places that others will flourish in the 
region around is a delusion. 
The grape is another industry of great 
promise and profit. It, too, has been 
attacked by a parasite which has some­ 
w hat impaired the vineyardB. 
That, 
too, 
will 
be 
conquered. 
A 
rem­ 
edy will be found 
in 
the 
future, 
and there 
will be shipped to the 
E ast 
thousands of 
carloads of our 
grapes a year. Much more of the crop 
will be dried for raisins or cushed for 
wine and distilled into brandy. 
Grapes 
pay $100 per acre a year, if the crop is 
sold, uncured. 
If dried and packed in 
proper shape for raisins, or crushed and 
cured into wine the profit is twice or three 
times as great. The largest winery in 
France is the Lu F itte. There are 
fifty-one acres in the property. The sale 
of wines from this little patch per year 
comes to $100,000. 
There is no reason 
why the same methods pursued in the 
handling of our crop shall not reach as 
happy results. 
There is no necessity of explaining 
how large results are to be reached from 
the cultivation of the deciduous fruits. 
These products are excellently suited to 
our soil and climate. The fruits come to 
great perfection heie and find a market 
at home. The writer has offered in times 
past $1,000 per acre for a suburban peach 
orchard, and been refused. 
The owner 
stated that he was making good interest 
on that price by selling the products 
of his orchard 
From berrieB there 
are 
farmers 
near 
this 
city 
who 
sell from small 
patches 
from 
$40 
worth per week in the sum m er down 
to $5 or $10 worth in the winter. There 
are men near Los Angeles who make a 
living and have money to spare from the 
sale of the berries from a few acres. 
Reference to the alfalfa crops above 
will prove how profitable common farm ­ 
ing is hereabouts. 
Land that yields six 
to eight crops, ten to fourteen tons of hay 
a year, is worth money. There is a home 
m arket for it all. Tlie 
H e r a l d a few 
days ago published a letter from a Los 
Angeles farmer who cut eight cropB of 
alfalfa hay this year from five and a half 
acres of land, and got eleven tons at each 
catting, or eighty-eight tons per year. 
He sold it at $10 per ton, or $880 for his 
hay crop from five and a half acres. The 
man who feeds his alfalfa to cows and 
sells the milk in this city, or makes 
it into butter for the home 
m ar­ 
ket, 
will make profits whose figures 
will seem mrrvelous to any one who 
reads them . These out-lines will be suffi­ 
cient to show what may be made from 
our lands. 


AREA OF OUR LANDS AND PRICES. 
There are 2.000,000 acres of good land 
in Los Angeles county. 
These range 
widely as to grade, uses and prices. The 
host lands with water, on the highest 
slopes, suitable for the cultivation of 
oranges, are justly held at high priceH. 
Such landB are in most cases near towns 
of greater or less population. 
The cli­ 
mate, the water Bupply, tbe absence of 
mud after the heaviest rains, and the 
profits of the industry all combine to 
draw many people to these localities. 
Some of this land planted and with im ­ 
provements on it, in such piases as 
Riverside 
and 
Pomona 
is 
held 
at 
$1,000 
to 
$5,000 
per 
acre 
It 
is 
strictly 
suburban 
property, 
and many a little patch will produce suf­ 
ficient fruit to pay interest even on the 
highest price. 
Raw lands of such grade 
in such localities may be bought as low 
as $100 per acre, and is sometimes held 
at $1,000 because of its speculative pros­ 
pects for business or suburban residences. 
But discounting these factors outside 
and above the uses of the lands for the 
ordinary avocations of the husbandm an, 
and our lands are not held high. 
Here 
are some of the figures as quoted on the 
schedules of the agents : 
One dealer writes to the H e r a l d : 
“ I 
will sell 600 acres of raiRin land at $50 
per aero; it is Section 11,Township 1 S., 
R. 6 W., S. B. M., at the foot of the 
Cucamouga M ountain,half a mile east of 
Etiwanda Station, on the line of the 
California Central Railroad, one third 
cash, balance on time to suit, at six per 
cent, per annum ." 
There is no better orange or grape land 
in the county than this along the highest 
part of the mesa close to the foot of the 
mountains. 
There 
íb plenty of land 
suitable for these most profitable of our 
industries to be had at for from $50 to 
$100 per acre. 
As stated above some of 
these lands are held at five times these 
prices. 
Like this Etiwanda land mo6t 
of these lands are near one or two sta­ 
tions. 


m o n t e v is t a . 
Monte V ista is situated fifteen miles 
north of Los Angeles on a direct line. 
From Roecoe Station, on the Southern 
Pacific, fourteen miles north of this city, 
the distance is four and a half miles east. 
The elevation is 1,500 feet. The climate 
is dry and equable. 
Tbe average sum ­ 
mer tem perature is 69 degrees; that of 
winter 42 degrees. The sum m er average 
for humidity is about 55 degrees, and for 
winter 58 degrees. The valley of Monte 
V ista lies east of the Big Tajunga, and 
em braces about 3,000 acres, of which 
2,300 are in the Monte Vista tract. 
The main chain of the Sierra Madras are 
on the north ; the Verdugo mountains on 
the south.

The best hotel in

comfort of guests, and the charges are so 
moderate that none need go further.

Sad l a t e of a C ontractor off Nan 
Pedro* 
Two weeks ago last Thursday Captain 
Julius, of the yacht Whitewing, and 
Auguste Carlstrom, a contractor and 
builder of San Pedro, started for a hunt­ 
ing trip on Catalina Island. They se­ 
lected as their camping ground a spot at 
the mouth of two ravines, and after 
pitching their tent Captain Julius started 
up one ravine and Carlstrom the other. 
This was the last that was seen of Carl 
strom alive. Captain Julius returned to 
the camp, but Carlstrom did not appear. 
After waiting several hours Captain Ju­ 
lius lit a huge bonfire in the hope that 
Carlstrom would eee it and return. Day­ 
break arrived, but Carlstrom did not 
appear and Captain 
Julius 
started 
out on a search for his lost com­ 
panion, and for three days he wan­ 
dered through the ravines shooting his 
rifle and calling. Finally his provisions 
gave out and he returned to Ban Pedro 
where he related the story. A party was 
immediately 
organized, consisting of 
Captain Julius, J. Harry Conlan, Robert 
Ligi it flood und Bernard Stark. These

miles

then climbed the mountain and found 
the body in a clump of cactus, the spines 
of which filled the body and lace of the 
deceased. He had evidently been dead 
but twelve hours, and had been wander­ 
ing about delirious for want of water. 
His shoes were off and were about 100 
feet away from where he was found, and 
his rifle and ammunition were gone and 
could not be found. There were evi­ 
dences about to show that he had suffered 
agonies, and to make matters worse the 
crows had eaten out his eyes. The party 
decided to bury him where he was found 
for it was almost impossible to carry him 
twelve miles over the mountains to the 
settlement. Deceased was a native of 
Sweden, 40 years old. His wife and two 
children are in Iowa, and he owned con­ 
siderable property in Oregon.
